This  book  examines  a  remarkable 
collection  of  twenty-seven  letters 
written  by  a  white  working-class 
woman  to  her  African  American  lover 
in  1907  and  1908.  Stuffed  inside  a 
black  lace  stocking,  the  letters  were 
hidden  in  the  floorboards  of  a  house 
in  Northampton,  Massachusetts,  for 
more  than  eighty  years. 

Reflecting  the  passions  and 
anxieties  of  the  moment,  the  letters 
were  written  by  Alice  Hanley,  the 
daughter  of  Irish  Catholic  immi- 
grants, to  Channing  Lewis,  a  black 
cook  in  Springfield.  Since  the 
thoughts  and  feelings  of  women  like 
Hanley  have  usually  been  filtered 
through  middle-class  reformers,  her 
words  provide  a  rare  window  into  a 
realm  of  American  social  life  seldom 
explored  by  historians.  Primary 
sources  dealing  with  working-class 
sexual  mores  are  uncommon  enough; 
the  added  dimension  of  interracial 
intimacy  makes  these  documents 
unique. 

The  letters  are  accompanied  by 
essays  that  skillfully  probe  their 
larger  meanings.  Helen  Lefkowitz 
Horowitz  introduces  the  letters, 
placing  them  in  the  context  of  their 
time  and  place,  while  journalist 
Phoebe  Rolin  Mitchell  recounts  the 
story  of  their  discovery.  Kathy  Peiss 
explores  Alice  Hanley's  life,  her 
negotiation  of  illicit  love,  and  her 
desire  for  respectability,  re-creating  a 
dense  and  textured  world  of  home, 
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church,  and  town.  Historian  Louis 
Wilson  uncovers  the  trail  left  by 
Channing  Lewis  and  members  of  his 
extended  family  in  Springfield. 
Reviewing  the  experiences  of  African 
Americans  in  that  city,  Wilson 
clarifies  the  economic,  social,  and 
political  position  of  a  black,  middle- 
aged  breadwinner  during  the  difficult 
years  of  the  early  twentieth  century.

Robert  John  Ackermann 

In  this  book,  a  distinguished  philosopher  offers  a 
provocative  analysis  of  the  hidden  assumptions  that  lie  at 
the  heart  of  contemporary  social  ideology.  Robert  John 
Ackermann  argues  that  all  social  life  is  intrinsically 
heterogeneous  and  that  such  homogeneous  constructs  as 
race,  gender,  class,  nation,  and  state  are  necessarily 
artificial.  In  the  course  of  his  inquiry,  he  discusses  what 
we  mean  when  we  invoke  these  terms  and  explores  the 
intellectual  implications  and  concrete  consequences  of 
their  everyday  use. 

Although  Ackermann's  approach  is  philosophical,  his 
arguments  are  grounded  in  his  personal  experience — 
from  encounters  with  the  subtle  workings  of  racism  and 
sexism  to  active  participation  in  local  government.  He 
urges  his  readers  to  draw  on  their  own  experiences  to 
test  the  validity  of  his  conclusions.  In  his  view,  only  by 
breaking  down  the  traditional  distinction  between 
private  perception  and  public  authority,  "subjective"  and 
"objective"  knowledge,  can  the  insights  of  philosophy 
prove  useful  in  promoting  meaningful  social  change. 

In  a  final  chapter,  Ackermann  stresses  the  need  to 
combine  social  theory  with  political  practice.  Against  the 
advocates  of  universal  rationalism  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  champions  of 
multiculturalism  on  the  other,  he  makes  the  case  for  a  genuinely  democratic 
politics  of  inclusion.

Contemporary  discussions  of  race,  gender,  and  cultural 
identity  often  seem  to  presuppose  an  exclusively  American 
context.  Yet  as  Philomena  Essed  points  out  in  this  force- 
fully argued  book,  the  same  issues  increasingly  afflict 
other  advanced  industrial  societies  as  well.  In  Europe, 
continuing  migration,  increased  economic  interdepen- 
dence, and  the  growth  of  intercultural  communications 
have  combined  to  foster  ever  more  diverse  societies.  At  the 
same  time,  the  erosion  of  traditional  national  identities 
has  sparked  a  backlash  against  racial  and  ethnic  minorities 
and  rekindled  ancient  animosities.

The  first  literary  biography  of  a 
much-neglected  American  writer,  this 
book  explores  the  multiple  tensions 
at  the  core  of  Mary  E.  Wilkins 
Freeman's  life  and  work.  A  prolific 
short  story  writer  and  novelist, 
Freeman  (1852-1930)  developed  a 
reputation  as  a  local  colorist  who 
depicted  the  peculiarities  of  her 
native  New  England.  Yet  as  Leah 
Blatt  Glasser  shows,  Freeman  was 
one  of  the  first  American  authors  to 
write  extensively  about  the  relation- 
ships women  form  outside  of 
marriage  and  motherhood,  the  role 
of  work  in  women's  lives,  the 
complexity  of  women's  sexuality, 
and  the  interior  lives  of  women  who 
rebel  rather  than  conform  to  patriar- 
chal strictures. 

In  a  Closet  Hidden  traces 
Freeman's  evolution  as  a  writer, 
showing  how  her  own  inner  conflicts 
repeatedly  found  expression  in  her 
art.  As  Glasser  demonstrates, 
Freeman's  work  examined  the 
competing  claims  of  creativity  and 
convention,  self-fulfillment  and  self- 
sacrifice,  spinsterhood  and  marriage, 
lesbianism  and  heterosexuality. 

Freeman  never  succeeded  in 
reconciling  her  desire  for  autonomy 
with  her  need  for  social  acceptance, 
yet  her  struggle  is  instructive.  Like 
the  writings  of  her  contemporaries 
Sarah  Orne  Jewett  and  Charlotte 
Perkins  Gilman,  Freeman's  work 
offers  a  feminist  analysis  of  the  lives 
of  nineteenth-century  American 
women.

Gusta  Davidson  Draenger  (aka 
"Justyna")  composed  the  narrative 


on  scraps  of  paper  smuggled  into  her 
prison  cell.  Between  sessions  of 
torture  and  interrogation  at  the 
hands  of  the  Gestapo,  she  recorded 
the  activities  and  spiritual  aspirations 
of  a  group  of  young  Jewish  idealists 
who  transformed  themselves  into  a 
clandestine  unit  that  forged  docu- 
ments, aquired  weapons,  and 
committed  acts  of  defiance  against 
the  Nazis. 

The  narrative  ends  abruptly, 
marking  Draenger's  escape  from 
prison.  Together  with  her  husband, 
she  resumed  her  activities  from  a 
base  in  the  forest,  where  the  two 
were  killed  within  a  year.

This  book  offers  the  first  full-scale 
analysis  of  the  Pequot  War  (1636- 
37),  a  pivotal  event  in  New  England 
colonial  history.
